Gorgeous Funeral.

Paris, Jane 10..Tho most spectacu¬
lar funeral Paris has seen since tbe days
of r iyalty was thst accorded H. A.
Obauehard, the multi-millionaire owner

of the Louvre store, today. Dense
crowds thronged the line of the cortege
and at the Church of the Madeline,
where services were held, a morbid
crowd swept away the barriers and
anatched at the flowers tbat covered the
hearse, in their eagerness for souvenirs.
A riot followed tne actioo, and the
police struggled and fought with the
crowd fir twenty minutes before order
wai* restored. Many women fainted
while tbe disgraceful scene at tbe church
was being eoa.ed. The church service
waa conducted by the parish vicar and
a choir furnished tbe music.
Madame 1'iursin who posed as Oban-

chard's housekeeper snd to whom he left
a btquest of 18,000,000, which has
served to scandalize tbe family, sent a
beautiful wreath to tbe church worded
with deep regret9. In strange contrast
witb this display was the little bouquet
sent by a poor and unre membered cousin
of Ooaucbard. It bore the simple in¬
scription. "To my cousin." It seemed
as if all Paris turned out for the
funeral and the ceremonies were marked
by festival gaiety. Four battalions of in¬
fantry and two squadrons of cuirassiers
with bands ana colors flying acted as

an escort for tbe body.
President Fallieres was represented at

the funeral snd an almost unending
stream of officials and diplomatic and
professional notables followed tbe hearse.

Several thoasaod dollars worth of
orchids were piled on the hearse. Troops
rode at the head of the procession to
clear the way through tho crowded
streets. Thousands ot the former em¬

ployees, of Chaochard were in the fu¬
neral line. Obauehard left $40,000 to

defray tbe expenses of bis funeral, near¬

ly all of the details of which were work¬
ed out by himself when he realized he
was dying.

RICHARD PINES' TRIAL
Jury Visits Scene of Murder.Smith

Repeats flu Story.Closing
Arguments.

Serer*! witnesses were pieced on the
stand in the Corporation Court yester¬
day afternoon after the O.iz-tte's report
of tbe trial ot Richard Pines, colored,
indicted lor participating in ihe murder
of Walter F S -holli, bal closed.
W. M Rittenour, a trolleyman on

tbe electric railway, testified tbat a

negro and a wbite man disembarked
(rom tbe I'M o'clock tia'n ont of Alex¬
andria the night of March 5 last at St.
Elmo, and tbat the negro resembled
Smith.
A young man named William F.

O'Neil testified that the mornirg; fol¬
lowing the murder Pines told him be
could find the man who committed the
crime, and James O'Neil, another
young man, said Pines bad told him
the following morning that he could
catch tbe man in ten minutes.

(rirdnerL Boothe testified tbat he
did not believe Scbnltz was the man wbo
boarded the electric train the night of
March 6, The negro who accompanied
the man, he san), was considerably
younger than Smith.
About 4:60 o'clock tbe jury visited

the scene of the holdup and tbe murder,
wheu Smith repeated his graphic de¬
scription of the scenes in the alley on
weat Cameron street on tbe night of
Mureil o' and the subsequent murder
of Schultz on the confines of tbe city.

Pines was within two feet of (smith
while the latter was going into all
the details of the crime. Smith sud¬
denly peiinted his finger at Pines and
raid: "You know I ara telling tbe
troth." Pines, with a faint smile, shook
his head.

Durirg Smith's recital one of the
jurors suddenly turned on Pines and
asked him where he stood while the
murder was being committed, and his
reply was: "Captain, I'm telling you
the truth; I was not there."
